1 he village wru 
in darkness due to the power] 
lines being blown down. 
DUNCAN, Miss., Feb. 25. (JP)—A 1 
heavy windstorm 
swept 
through J 
Duncan this afternoon, killed at 1 
least 11 persons and left the busl- ! 
uest» section in ruins. 
Estimates 
of the Injured ranged as high as 
100. 
Six Chines, 
were killed in 
th' 
collape« of a t.tore and the 
other victims met death in the 1 
collapse of other buildings. 
Two blocks of the busiti« s» dis­ 
trict, about 13 residences and four , 
cotton gins were razed. 
Only four j 
or five business houzes were left 
standing. 
Only three whit© 
persons are j 
known to 
have 
been among the ! 
dead. 
A correct check of th© victims is 
not possible be :au<-; eomo of them j 
were removed to nearby towns. 
Searching parties continued to­ 
night to search the debris for oth­ 
er victims. 
The storm disrupted com muni­ 
cation lines into Duncan for a time 
and calls for help were sent from j 
Alligator. 
Physicians and ambu- ; 
lances from surrounding, 
towns 
responded to the s :mmons.

Texas this spring. 
Shortly after Mr. and Mrs. W. 
N. Jones had been killed at Coo­ 
per, 60 miles northeast of Dallas, 
when their home collapsed, two 
negroes, Alfred 
Gibson 
and hi» 
wife were battered to death as the 
wind wrecked their horn© a t Grand 
Prairie, 13 miles wetit of Dallas. 
At Cooper, three persons. Coy 
Young, Mrs. Wakefield, a tourist, 
and Mrp. William Duncan, 60, were 
seriously Injured. 
Three others, 
Mr. and Mrs. John Trigg and their 
daughter, Leona, 19, were injured 
a t Grand Prairie. 
Mrs. Trigg and 
her daughter may die, it was said 
a t a Dallas hospital, where they 
were brought for treatm ent. 


DALLAS. Feb. 25. bF)— Two ne­ 
groes were killed and four whit© 
person» wero Injured seriously at 
Grand Prairie, 10 m ile0 west of 
here, early today when a terrific 
rain arid wind storm struck the 
town. Considerable property dam ­ 
age was caused. 
The storm, which struck about 
4:30 o’clock, was felt over a wide 
area, Dallas and 
several 
points 
east reporting high winds and a 
heavy rainfall. 
A heavy hail fell 
in Dallas, for a few minutes, but 
no serious damage was reported. 
Several light buildings at Grand 
Prairie, which is on the main Dal- 
las-Fort 
W orth 
highway, 
were 
razed. 
Property damage a t Grand Prai- 
r!& w as estimated at $J0 0 ,©oo, 
The dead were Alfred Gibson 
46, and h:s wrife Willi© Pearl Gib­ 
son, 22. 
The Jnjured were three members 
of the family of J. B. Trigg and 
one mem ber of the family of W. 
E. Smallwood. 
Tho Gibsons, 
servants a t the 
home of the Smallwoods, lived In 
a sm all house on the Smallwood 
property. 
The man was killed in­ 
stantly when the storm, described 
by residents as a tornado, leveled 
the house, and the woman died en 
route to a Dallas hospital. 
A number of oil tanks belonging 
to the Print Refinery^ which i® 
located on the outskirts of the 
town, also were destroyed by the 
twister. 
Tho 
tornado, 
resident* 
said, 
came from th© west, skipped over 
the town proner, and struck on th© 
outskirts of the southeast side, It 
cut a swath about three-fourths of 
a mil© wido and several huhlrtd 
oos.
